VI. An Account of Books, viz. 
1. Dilfertatio anatomicomecfica Je motu bills 
citcularis ejufq, morbis quam jntblice ohm 
habuit Mauritius van Reverhorfl MeJic. Can J. 
Lugd. Bat. nunc profeffbr anatomicus Haga-Co- 
mitis in 80. pag. 64. 

THis is a 2d Edition of a Difputation concerning 
the circulation of the Bile or Choler, in which 
is an Anatomical Defcription of the Liver and all its 
parts, illuftrated with a Figure of its internal and 
external Lymphaticks.The Author thinks the grofler part 
of the Bile goes along theGuts with the excrements,and 
that the more volatile enters the Mefaraic Veins, and 
with the venous Blood goes to the vena porta , 
from thence to the Liver, in whofe Glandules 'tis fe- 
parated, and from thence Fait is carried again into the 
Guts by the DcMusCholidochm ,from whence part returns 
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into the Blood again, circulating as before. He thinks 
this reafbiiable, becaufe the melaraic veins are larger 
than other veins, and the Blood in the vena porta 
differs in tafte from other Blood $ and there js a great- 
er quantity of Bile comes -into the Guts than woeld 
make up the whole Excrements. He endeavours to 
prove this by the following experiment. He took a 
large Dog, open'd the Belly and wfrjliimm duodenum^ 
he put into the duUits cholidochus a pipe , iuch as is 
ufed in the trausfufion of the Blood,, to the end of 
which was adapted a fmall plual. In two hours half 
an ounce of gall was in the glafs, the third hour was 
two drams, the 4th, 5th, and 6th hours the like 
quantity, only lefs, which he fuppofes proceeded from 
the ilower circulation of the Blood, if 2 drams is fe- 
parated in an hour, then in 24, is fix ounces : He be- 
lieves in men the quantity feparated larger, and at lead 
3 drams, fo that 9 ounces would be feparated every 
where, when fome men have not fo much excrement. 
He fays, that blowing with a Pipe into the mefaraic 
Veins, will diftend the inteftines. The fame he argues 
from Fowls of all forts, wanting Lacleals, fo that the 
Chyle muft pafs by the niefaraics. In considering the 
Difeafes of the Bile,he mentions one, which he found 
on difFe&ion of a Body, wherein there was a great 
hardnefs of the Concave part of the Liver, and it was 
found to proceed from a great hardnefs and widenefs 
of the port bilarii, from their being fill'd with a calcic 
lous matter. The Figure of this is graved. A 2d he tells 
of a woman of 30 years, who had an intermitting 
Fever, fell- into a conftipated Belly, and after fome 
time languifhed and died. In her Gallbladder there 
was found 8 large cornered Stones , which are alfo 
here figured. He mentions another cafe of one of 80 
years, that had 140 found in his Gall- bladder, fo lying, 
as that they hindred almoft quite the Gall-paifage, 
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which are figured here alfb. Some of thefe fometimes 
flops up the pafiage totally,as appears by the following 
cafe here recited. A young woman of 24,after obftru&ions 
and conftipation of her Belly, died ; her Gall-bladder 
was much extended, and filled with a large whitim 
Stone, which had hindred the paffageof the Gall into 
the Gut. This is likewife figured here. Thefe Gall- 
ftones are known by flaming when put to the Fire, 
and fwimming on water; for which reafons he fuf- 
pecfs the piedra del porco, becaufe it finks in water,not 
to be of this kind. He gives the prognofticks of 
Difeafcs of the Bile, and fo ends this fmall Treatife.

They hare not changed the compactions of 
Mithridate •• and Theriaca A'ndrom , but irr fome other 
Medic nes they have left out what feem'd to be of a 
different operation from the other Simples in the fame 
compound. They have not in meafuring made ufe of 
handfuls or pugils, which they think varies too much, 
according to either the bignefs of the. hands, or the 
liberality or avarice of the feller 5 but have made ufe 
of pounds, ounces and drams in place of them. For 
the compofiuons the Book itfelf muft be confulted. 
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
